Washington, April 19.—Department

To prohibit predictions with respect to 
cotton prices in any governmental report, 
bulletin or other publication. 

To provide a procedure before United 
States commissioners in prosecutions of mis- 
demeanor offenses against the prohibition 
laws. 

To create a national military park at 
and in the vicinity of Kennesaw mountain 
in the state of Georgia, and for other 
purposes. 

To provide for the establishment of a 
branch home of the National Home for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers in one of the 
southeastern states.

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Rose Show at Thomasville 
Thrills Thousands of Guests 


With Beauty 


Brilliant Devices Made 
From Blossoms of All 
Frozen 


Sorts—Blooms 
in Big Blocks of Ice. 


Thomasville, Ga., April 19.—(Spe- 
cial.) —More than 25,000 persons from 
all over the south today viewed fhe 
eighth annual Thomasville rose show. 

The exhibitions, admittedly the 


most beautiful ever displayed here, 
were lighted after dark with special- 
ly colored bulbs ‘and late visitors pack- 


ed the “exhibition building long after 


closing time. 

A perfect southwest Georgia spring 
morning attended the opening show 
today and before local residents had 
left their breakfast tables’ streets 
were thronged with visitors arriving 
by thousands in automobiles.  ~ 

Fairyland Revealed. 

As the doors of the show building 
swung back a fairyland was present- 
ed to the crowd. Just inside one of 
the main doors was the display of 
flowers gathered from the 20,000 
acres of the Mill Pond plantation. of 
the Wade family, of Cleveland, Ohio. 
There was in the center a real little 
mill pond, with stepping stones across 
a water bordered with lilies and 
ferns, with water lilies idly floating on 
ths surface. Sloping down to the 
banks of this little lake was a gar- 
den of roses, with a background of 
pines and palms. Across the way was 
the local American Legion -post dis- 
play, one huge Cherokee rose, state 
flower of Georgia, constructed of 
myriads of white roses, standing out 
before a tablet 10 feet square made of 
roses of pink. 

Rotary Wheel Shown. 

There was the Rotary wheel, exhi- 
hited by the local Rotary Club—a 
wheel made all of roses. Unique was 
the display of the Thomasville ice 
plant, with roses of many hues frozen 
in the ceuter of big blocks of ice. A 
plain white panel, some dozen feet 
square, with roses of varied colors 
and wonderful size, was the artistical- 
ly simple display of the Thomasville 
study class, children of the Fletcher- 
ville division of Thomasville city 
schools, presented an exact model of 
their school building, which they com 
structed themselves. This miniature 
school house, set upon a terraced hill, 
displayed on three successive terraces 
the three “Rs'’—reading, writing and 
arithmetic. Right next to Fletcher- 
ville came the display of the Kast 
Side school. A terraced garden, with 
eutry through a trellished gateway 
and an arbor of climbing roses to a 
plot of flower yard gracefully adorned 
with pansies, roses, larkspur, poppies 
and other flowers, had been prepared 
by these pupils The Thomasville 
Brenau Club presented a literal bower 
of roses of exceptional size and beauty, 
a white cottage on a hill was shown 
by the Thomasville Nurseries, and in 
the gardew’ which was flanked with 
cedar trees and hydrangea bushes, 
were beds of hyacintif and other flow- 
ering shrubs, and off to one side a 
wilderness of blooming roses. 


Wild Flower Display 


Nothing was more lovely and ro- 
mantic than the wild flower display 
pat on jointly by Miss Elizabeth Hop- 
tins, Mrs, A. H. Mason and Mrs. 
John Vaughn. A real silver stream 
trickled musically through a real 
woodland, and real tadpoles, minnows 
and crawfish disported in its waters. 
A real lichen Covered fallen log af- 
torded a crossing of the branch, and 
over on the farther shore was a bank 
of real river sand, with the deep green 
of a silent wood beyond. The sweep- 
ing bough of a real white oak tree 
waved downward to the waters of 
the stream, and high up in the tree 
top perched a stuffed eagle, and down 
below him, on a limb that swept the 
brook, was a genuine wasp's nest. 
George Willis showed a garden around 
a placid southwest Georgia lake, and 
along the shore line were water flags, 
azileas and clusters of tiny baby 
roses, while up a high rocky bank 
roses, pansies, and lilies grew most 
naturally, and there was a little forest 
of long leaf yellow pine for a deep- 
ing background.

“CURCULIO” TO CUT 
CROP OF ELBERTAS 


_ STATES TALMADGE 


The present outlook is for a very 
short crop of Elberta peachés, due al 
the worst infection of “curculio” ever 
reported in Georgia, according to a 
statement issued Friday by Eugene 
Talmadge, commissjoner of agriculture. 

Mr. ‘l'almadge’s statement follows: 
“The information received in my of- 
fice from every section of the peach 
belt is that we have the worst ie | 


fection of curculio in the state's his- 
tory. Especially will this apply to 
Elbertas. ‘ 

“You should begin immediately to 
pick up all fallen peaches. Every 
peach which already has been stung 
will fall from the trees. This will! 
mean another curculio to sting the 
peach you expect to ship. You should 
pick up your peaches at least three 
times at intervals of three or four 
days. I cannot stress too strongly the | 
necessity of this. You should then 
thoroughly harrow your orchard some | 
two or three times. The peach which 
is stung after the seed has hardened 
will stay on the tree and ripen, but, 
this means a wormy peach. Last year's | 
experience should teach us all how 
important it is to ship peaches free 
from worms. 7 
“The outlook is for a very short 
Elberta crop, so if you will fight hard, 
spray well, pick up your drop peaches, 
and harrow, I believe you will re- 
ceive a profit for the peaches shipped 
this year.”

in the face.” 

Another letter was addressed to 
United States Attorney Tuttle, of 
New York, and a third to the editor 
of a New York paper. 

The dramatic death of Steinhardt, 
once a candidate for congress, came 
as Assistant United States Attorney 
(seorge Mintzer, of New York, was on 
his way to the hotel to take him into 
custody, concluding a search which be- 
gan January 8 when authorities 
charged Steinhardt had pilfered $50,- 
000 from a single client. 


EMBEZZLEMENT 
STARTED PROBE. 

New York, April 19.—(4)—The em- 
bezzlements of David Steinhardt, who 
died today as he was being taken into 
eustody in Philadelphia, precipitated 
official investigation of the whole 
bankruptcy situation here, an inves- 


tigation that resulted for one thing in 
resignation from the federal bench of 
Judge Francis A. Winslow. 

Steinhardt disappeared early in Jan- 
wary. A check of his books showed 
That he was $50,000 short in money 
entrusted to him as trustee and re- 
eeiver in bankruptcy. He was indict- 
ed by the federal grand jury and 
when investigation brought further 
charges that he had defrauded per- 
sonal clients of some $500,000 he was 
named 
by the county grand jury. 

e federal indictment charged mis- 
appropriation of funds of the federal 
court and the county indictments were 
for grand larceny. A minor court of- 
ficial, believed to have given Stein- 
hardt advance information about re- 
ceivership appointments, promised to 
Atel all’ and then attempted to com- 
mit suicide jm the federal building. 


Wanted Steinhardt. 


Officials became more and more 
¢convinced that upon apprehension of 
Steinhardt rested the only assurance 
of getting to the very bottom of the 
bankruptcy situation. As the months 
passed vigilance was never slackened 
in the efforts to trace him. They 
followed tips as to his whereabouts 
all over the east and several times 
into Canada. 

At last definite information was re- 
ceived. Mrs. Steinhardt had promised 
United States Attorney Tuttle that if 
her husband should communicate with 
her she would urge him to surrender 
and let justice take its course. He 
did communicate with her and nego- 
tiations with Tuttle were at once be- 
gun, 

Informed that Steinhardt would 
give himself up today Tuttle sent 
Metzler to Philadelphia to the place 
agreed upon, the Robert Morris ho- 
tel. The next definite news here was 
4 telephone call to Tuttle in which 
Mintzer reported that Steinhardt had 
been all ready “to put his hat on 
and come along” when he suddenly fell 
dead, 

Shortly after that 
fermation that a partly emptted bot- 
tle of poisom and a letter to Tuttle 
had been found in the fugitive’s cloth- 
ing. :

The quarantine does not apply to 
properly inspected, packed and sealed 
shipments of fruit from non-infested 
sections of Florida. 


GEORGIA OFFICERS 
AID IN, QUARANTINE. 

Valdosta, Ga., April 19— (Special )— 
Orders have en received by local 
officials to establish at the Florida 
state line a rigid quarantine against 
fruits and vegetables from Florida. 

Immediately warning signs were pre- 
pared and placed at roads leading into 
Georgia from Florida and officers at 
once took in hand all necessary plans 
to maintain a rigid quarantine against 
the Mediterranean fly, which is threat- 
ening some parts of Florida. 

This order from the state board 
of entomology immediately brings to 
a halt the continued hauling of citrus 
fruits and vegetables by truck loads 
from Florida into Georgia. This in- 
dustry in recent months has grown 
into immense commercial importance, 
and overnight it has been brought to 
an end. This action will throw this 
section of south Georgia upon its own 
resources for spring vegetables, 


NET TIGHTENED 
IN INFESTED AREA. 

Orlando, Fla., April 19.—(#)—The 
state plant board today drew its net 
tighter over the area of central Flor- 
ida, quarantined because of the in- 
vasion by the Mediterranean frtuit 
fly. While national guardsmen kept 
fruit from moving out of the infested 
district, a force of 72 trained state 
and federal entomologists and workers 
scoured the countryside for 100 miles 
in every direction from this city look- 
ing for traces of the pest. No new in- 
festations were reported today, the 
quarantine area remaining as set on 
Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, because the infestation 
extends throughout this city aad to 
neighboring commercial groveg, Dr. 
Wilmon Newell, state plant commis- 
sion and chief of the eradi¢ation 
forces, pleaded with citizens to de- 
stroy the fruit on trees standing on 
lots within the city. 

The few trees around the many 
homes here, said Dr. Newell, present 
a serious menace to the surrotinding 
county, since ripe fruit is hanging on 
many trees, offering a guest place for 
the flies. It will not be enough pre- 
caution to dump this fruit or throw 
it away haphazardly, said the plant 
commissioner. It must be placed in 
deep pits and covered with lime and 
earth must be thrown over it to the 
depth of three feet.

Mayo left here today for Orlando for 
a personal inspection of federal and 
state work carried on in Orange and 
Seminole counties against the Medi- 
terranean fruit fly.

In the glory of that 
light he saw some things that com- 
forted his own heart, and he told 
his people what he saw, that they 
also might find comfort. What bet- 
ter thing could he have done? It 
was said of Professor W. G. Elmslie 
that “his chief ambition was to be 
n comforter in this sorrowful world.” 
Truly that was a worthy ambition. 


Sources of Comfort. 


Isaiah calls attention to three 
sources of comfort for God’s people. 
There is the assurance of the Divine 
forgiveness; the conviction that the 
cause of God—of truth and righteous- 
ness—will continue to advance 
through all time to come, and the 
knowledge, deep down in his soul, 
that God will not fail to reward His 
faithful servants. 

On the subject of forgiveness we 
hear the prophet say: “Speak ye 
comfortably to Jerusalem; and cry 
unto her that her warfare is accom- 
' plished, that her iniquity is par- 


dawning of a brighter day, and the 
assurance that “he that soweth to 
the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap.” 
And yet, when we take our stand 
alongside Jesus we are privileged io 
see this moving picture of human life 
in a stil] brighter light than that 
which shone upon it for Isaiah. 
What a Comforter He was—anid 
is! He reveals God to us as our 
Father, compassionate and kind, ev«r 
ready to forgive and to bless. He 
reveals us to ourselves, bidding us 
know something of the dignity ani 
worth of our own souls, and inspir- 
ing us to try to live worthily of our 
high estate. He shows us the way 
of life, teaching us by precept an:

Above all, by Hi 
triumph over the grave, He “abolished 
death, and brought life and immortal- 
ity to light.” '

Cash corn 
was in demand, country offerings were 
small and weather conditions were 
unfavorable for field work.

Adoption of the resolutions and ded- 
ication of two memorials filled the 
day for delegates to the thiry-eighth 
annual congress. On their program 
tonight were addresses by Represen- 
tatives Kuth Hanna McCormick, of 
Illinois, and Representative Florence 
Kahn, of California. The congress ; 
will close tomorrow with the instal- 
lation of officers and annual banquet. 

The resolution “to further the ex- 
actment of an oath of allegiance to 
the United States as one of the 
qualifications required from teachers 
in schools and colleges of vur land,” 
asserted that children in schools were 
being drawn to communism. 

Other resolutions urged the congress 
to limit immigration from Mexico, 
the West Indies and South American 
countries; to provide “a navy appro- 
priate to American dignity and pow- 
er,” and to make larger appropria- 
tions for deporting “thousands ot 
alien criminals.” 

Mrs. Alfred J. Brosseau, retiring 
president, dedicated the new memorial 
auditorium of the society. 

The other memorial dedicated today 
was a statute at Bethesda, Md., com- 
memorating pioneer mothers. It was 
the last to be unveiled of 12 markers 
on the transcontinental national old 
trails route. 

A total of $1,025,000 has been sub- 
scribed to the fund for Constitution 
hall, Mrs. Brosseau announced, ex- 
pressing the belief that the balance 
of the $2,000,000 needed would be ob- 
tained in the near future.
